For fear of again 
becaning unemployed the above methods resulted in giving away laany 
German industrilal secrets -which Staffs of Russian Experts used to the 
fullest extent.

In 1 944 owing to the 
disruption of poraniunications , great difficulties arose which 
were increased by the loss of the Sabotage Index throu^ the 
bombing of the office in BERLIN, KUEPURSTENDAMM. In spite 
of difficulties the indexing continued modestly, but could not 
give a ccciplcta picture of the Sabotage during the war. 

The inf orma4ion about Sabotage in the Occupied Territories ■ 
was contained in the Nevra— sheets published by the Kommandeuro, 
whidh were issued fortnightly, later on they included all 
Political crimoB as well. 

A siMlar increase of Sabotage was noticed in the Occupied 
Territories of the Soviet Union. Hero it grow from a few 
sin^e oases toi^mass organised SabotjigG, which was caused by 
the formatioh or Soviet Partisans in the rear of the German 
lines. To give a description of the diversionary activities 
of the Soviets behind the Geannan linos. White Russia could 
bo taken as an exainple where not less than a 1,000 and up to 
5,C)00 demolitiorls of demolition attocipts were made on the main, 
lines of ccmmiunncation a few days before the Soviets launched 
their great offensives. ’ It v/as ir5)ossible here to take steps 
against single <^es.

VCN GOTTItoG vjas KUBES suooessor* One day a German 
Plight LieuTOnent decorated with the Iron Cross 1st. Class 
came to his ll.D*C. in MINSK and asked to se.e the SS- 
Ohergruppenfuehrer. He was given permission as he was 
believed to pe an officer from the front and was in 
possession of a personal letter written by the Chief of the 
Sipo and the SD- SS-Obergtr^jpenfuehrer KiJiTErnMlNNER. 

The letter was a forgery. In the presence of GOITBEMJ 
the lioutentant put his pistol on the table and declared 
that he did Jiot have the courage to shoot him, though he 
still intended to do so while entering into his room. 






The motives for tMs action was as follows;- 

The Plighi lieutenteint, whose name I have forgotten, 
was taJcen prisoner by the Russians in 19M End joined |bhe 
"Nationalkonltee Preies Deutschland" through the "Offizerbund" 
He took part in several l^rcpaganda front line broadoeists 
by means of loudspeakers etc for the Russian Intelligence 
and Bucoessfvlly led a reconnaissance patrol disguised os 
Germans into the Portress Area of Vitebsk for which he 
was deooratecj by the Soviet Authorities* It fs interesting 
to note the fact in this case that the Plight liouteiaant 
carried a smoke bomb with which he hoped to cover his 
retreat after carryirig out the assassination. The 
enquiries laadp by the Kriminaltechnisohe Institut at BERLIN 
proved that in reality this smoke bomb Vi/as a grenade nsMch 
would have kdlLled him in the moment he withdrew the pin.

I do not kno;;' if he Was t^ coyer Pilsen after the 
Allied vidtory. ’ ^ 'believe that Minister Ober^uppenfuehrer Frank ’would 
be in a batter position to give ird'omation on this subject. 

The penetrjation of the inglo-^Aneridan Intelligence Service through BBC 

As is known, British and ijaerican a.cents were given BBC messages on 
being sent on 'their mission With ’wlrich they could prove their identity 
■with the Resistance Movements in occupied territory. These messages which 
■were mostly transmitted by Da'^er.txy ’;;ere for a long time a complete 
mystery to the German Intelligence Service and it was supposed that they 
belonged tol groups of persons of different country aections in allied 
service, Whe first big penccration into this BBC Sys-tera was acocai^jlished 
by the' HQ of the 0— in— 0 Sipo at Paris who had cap'tured a number of 
English agej^s in Northern Prance belor.ging to the so called “French 
Section” movement, , Through them the Sipo Dienstelle in Paris -was able to 
get a 'rough lidea from those .messages which ones belonged to the "French 
Section" and! those belonging to a section still unknown, 

■As regardjk the.date of the invasion these agents said that in the 
case of laiaiik'ent invasion "twO phases "were to be differentiated (or perhaps 
three). The solution to these -Would be given > in BBG messages, I still 
rem.eraber. tha"t^ in the first phase widespread sabotage ■was to have been 
started whichj would ba on a larger scale than evef before,. Means of 
connminicationl should also be destroyed. In the second phase ■when the BBC 
gave further jiiore definite messages acts of violence against persons 
were to be: stated, esxoecially against; Sipo Executive personnel stationed 
in Prance i 'Smen the third phase was signified the invasion could be 
expected in. 24 to 2 jj 8 hours and that- was the signal for all the Resistance 
Movements' to gp into action, 

The above described jjhases vere picked up by radio at the beginning 
of :June;l9^» I I remember distinctly that on the 5th June towards .
